Improved prospects for the world’s rice harvest this 
- year are are duc mainly to favourable growing 
_weather i in the Far East. 


In estimating 1948-49 pro- 
duction at 7,470,000,000 bushels, 
the U.S, Department of Agri- 
culture noted that good weather 
conditions had aided production 
in Asian countries ‘which have 
to depend upon imports to sup- 
plement their own crops. 


These countries are | Japan, 
China, India, the Paillppines and 
Korea, 


The Department also noted 
that growing conditions are fav- 
ourable in Siam, Burma and 
- French— Indo-China—the- surplus 
producing countries. ° 

While Asia's production Is ex- 
fected to increase to seven bil- 
ilon bushels from last year's

tion is expected ta be about the

It is, however, undoubtedly 
true to stato, that Sokony has 
found an excellent valve which 
lested at 40,000 barrels for six 
minutes, This, according to tech- 
niclans in Amorican. oll circles, 
may flow for one year and then 
dry up—or it may flow for 50 
years.

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GLAMOUR AND REALISM. MEET 
IN MADRID 


My introduction to Spain carly Jase 
week, was by alr, flylng from Bor- 
denux, and I wos fascinated by the 
strange ard dramatic landscape. 


At about 6,000 fect, I spent two 
hours gazing at mountainous desert 
scorched and eroded by centurles of 
burning sun and scouring icy wind. 


Madrid came abruptly out of this 
wild desolation, a city of startlingly 
magnificent buildings on a great plateau 
nbout 2,500 feet above sea level. A 
few minutes later I was walking for 
the first time on. Spanish soll. 


The cloudless pale blue sky seemed 
extraordinarily high. ‘ 

To correct my share of ‘the notion 
that Spain was all sunshine even In 
winter, I had been warned to expect 
severe cold in the capital. 

1 found the mid-day sun mellow, and 
the clear thin still air just slightly 
chilly. . 

Later, however, I found the morn- 
ing and evening: air of Madrid arid 
and penctrating. . 


’ Poor in Suburbia 


First surprise on approaching the 
elty by a wide, straight and dusty 
highway was to find that suburbia was 
occupled mainly by the poor, the 
better-off preferring city fiats rather 
than our type of house with garden 
out of town. 

The air smelled of wood fires, yet 
trees were rare in the great plain 
around us. Everything indicated the 
dominance of the sun in summer— 
inches of dust on the road the decp 
dryness of the stony soll, the sparse 
herbage, the bleached colours of the 
flat-roofed houses. 


‘—--There-had-- been--no- rain, they - told — 


me, since mid June, and river beds 
were bare, 

Odd to think that the irrigation 
system introduced by the Moorish In- 


vaders but allowed to fall into ruins, , 


served Spain better than the modern 
hydro-olectric = scheme—which _ can't 
get water. 

Entering Madrid and expecting the 
familiar crowded turmolls of a metro- 


. polis, I was surpriscd to find no such 


*commotion. Byt the lack of thronging 
traffic and bustling pedestrians was 
exaggerated by the enormous. spacious- 
ness of the plazas and avenucs, plane 
tree line. 

I felt that there was just too mucn 
extravagance in both space and archi- 
tecture. ; 

An overwhelming axample of tho 
latter conjured'up visions of monar- 
chial residence. It was, In fact, tho 
Palaclo de Communicaciones, or, in 
short, the Post Ofice. 


Churchill Reply 


Another architectural extravaganza 
-was the Admiralty, which at. least sug- 
gested that Espana rules the waves, 
If money were spent on the Spanish 
Fleet in proportion to the amount ex- 
panded on this ornate edifice, she might 
have done 50.

ORIGINS OF MUSIC 


Ta this tast article of tho series, 
whereln 1 havo attempted briefly and 
undoubtedly inadequately to skim over 
the origin and development of music, 
we come to the cra from 1850 onwards, 

This rough and necessarily arbitrary 
division Includes within its scope com- 

osers such as Brahms (1833-1897) 

Iszt (181-1886), Wagner (1813-1883), 
Verdt (1813-1901) and Puccini (1958- 
124) of the ving composers, Medtner, 
Rachmaninoff, Bliss, Bass, Vaughan 
Williams and Sibeleus are represen- 
tative enough to show this modern 
day and pge can still compare with 
the fllustrious cra of Beethoven and 
the’ accepted classical masters. 

In point of time, Liszt arrived first 
on the scene but the depth of his 
contributions to the World of Music is 
nothing Ike so profound as was Wag- 
ners or Bipars. it has to be aumitted 
that Liszt was something of a mounte- 
bank, although his executive capabili- 
tiles as a pianist were such as to 
admit some Neence in his propensity 
for showmanship. His aesthetic ap- 
pearance completely belled the streatc 
of vulgarity in his personal make-up. 

Wagner's influence on the other 
‘hand, was one whitch could not be 
denied. Few ‘composers havo ever . 
been fortunate to have bestowed on 
them the divine spark plus a dramatic 
sense o: the ‘Ineatre ox Wagner, Al~ 
though “Der Ring. das Nibclung” 
is heavy-going, its dramatic appeal 
both as spectacle, opera and music is 
evidenced: by tts sasting poputarity 


‘|, both fn Berlin, New York and Lon: 


gon, Wagner attempted ai new art 
form in “The Ring” a music dramu, 
where the leit-mitif played on im- 
portant part. 

The idea of the ‘liet-motif was quite 
simpie merely the idea of associating 
a particular melody with a character. - 
But what changes Wagner rung on 
this” basically simple idea! His 
dramatic sense was such that the entry 
of the all-important theme at the 
right moment is arresting in the ex- 
treme. . 

Even his cariler operas, itke “Rlen- 
zi,” “Flying Dutchman" and “Lohen 
grin” show traces of thls idea, but-it 
is, of course, in “The Ring” that Wag- 
ner finally used this idea with such 
immense effect. ; 
‘Brahms is often referred to as the 
last of tho classical masters, a title for 
which, indeed, there is every jus~ 
tification, . His determination, openly 


vidence had mado him, brought about 
within him a stern adherence to the 
classicisim of Beethoven. The roman- 
tic spirit so’ typical of Chopin and 
Schubert was eschewed in favour of 
the.classic school. Probably as in no 
other composer, ‘Brahms ‘allowed. his 
musical ideas to mature and develop 
before committing an outlino to paper. 

Brahms’ outstanding characteristic 
is authoritatively conceded to be his. 
innate and highly-developed power of 
Sketches of his. first. 
Symphony — the great C Minor -- 
exist in 1856, but it was not completed: 
until 1876. Twenty years in‘the. mak. 
ing is a monument in itself ta,natlence, 
but how much more fs le teatimony 
to the fruits of forbearance. When 
Brohms did eventually pubjish, this 
Symphony, he was with one accord, 
halled as the natural successor to Bee- 
thoven. 

Verdi, I feel, remains stlll the genius. 
of the Opera, followed only by Puc- 
cin, I cannot personally name any 
composers whose: operatic works can 
or ever will command the same res- 
pect as those of Verdi. or Puccini.

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Occupations 


The most Important advance in blind 
welfare in recent years fg the widening 
of the rango of occupations. Already 
there are more than 1,500 bilnd factory 
workers, and the number is steadily 
rising. There aro hundreds of blind 
stonographers and telcphono switch- 
board operators, many musicians and 
masseurs, as- well as bilnd 
ministers of religi teachers, business 
men and administrators. Tho Natlonal 
Institute’s employment. officers, all part- 
ly blind, work fn close touch with local 
societies, and Ministry of Labour oif- 
clals. . 

Adults who go blind are sent to 
Homes of Recovery to accustom them 
to thelr new stato and many blind peo- 
ple too old to work now get o state 
pension. Throughout Britain local au- 
thorities have for eens looked after 
the blind by providing teachers who 
call on them regularly. Homos, hostels 
and clubs for the blind are also main- 
tained, sometimes hy local authorities 
but usually by voluntary societies, 


many.of which existed before the Gov- ° 


ernment began to help the blind. 

In addition to education, training, 
employment and great social caro 
which blind peoptc need, they also have 
requirements, such as books, magazines 
ond music in Btalllo and special equi 
ment of many kinds, which can only 


* be met nationally. There must also be 


resonrch into new careers for ‘blind 
people and measures to prevent blind- 
ness, while It fs vitally necessary to 
keep in touch with organisations for 
the blind throughout tha world. The 
N.LB. docs.all these things and the 
opinions of the blind themselves carry 
much weight throughout {ts work, for 
a third of {ts governing body and many 
members of its staff are sightless. 

The . Institute docs not pretend 
that Britain has a perfect system of 
blind welfare, but it docs believe that 
tho closo link It has made between pri- 
vate organisations and the State and 
the fact that blind people partake so 
fully in the work Js the best way yet 
found of meeting the needs of the blind 
Avith intelligence and understanding.
